Jewish conception of religion was that of a discipline intended to regulate 
the religious instincts in the best possible way. As a matter of fact, this 
has always been recognised in a slightly different form in the statement that 
the Jewish system is essentially legal. That way of putting the fact seems 
to us so far one-sided that it only recognises the negative side of Judaism. 
It is more as a discipline, a divine education, that Judaism may be best 
regarded in its most characteristic aspects, and we propose to consider it 
from this standpoint. 

Judaism is not alone perhaps in dealing with the religious aspects of life 
asa discipline, In a measure all ancient religions took that standpoint, in so 
lar as they regarded all the acts of life as havinga religious aspect with 
appropriate ceremonial. And Roman Catholicism in a measure still retains 
somewhat of the ancient standpoint except that the priest is a necessary 
i itermediary in every religious fanction. But Judaism has most consistently 
and authoritatively kept to this position from the days of Moars to our own 
time, gaining with each age the accumulated authority of the past flor its 
ceremonial, And our religion differs from all its competitors in the cardinal 
fact that each Jew is a priest, and needs no intermediary in hig supplication 


to the Most High. Herein lies the importance of our ceremonial ; by its 


means individual vagaries are cuarded against, and a bond of common ritual 
created between all the members of our faith. There can be little doubt that
